N. B. Though the computation of the contents of | 
casks by the pen may be thought too tedious and trou- 


blesome i in common practice, yet it is what every Land 


Waiter ought to be acquainted with, and not think 
himself sufficiently qualified if he can guess pretty near 
the truth by the assistance of the Sliding Rule; for in 
the small ports, where but little Wine and Brandy, &c. 


are imported, and consequently 8 have but 


little practice, I think, that they can hardly be expert 


enough at the rule, and therefore would recommend 


the operation by the pen, as the most certain and proper 
to be known, if it was only to check that by the rule. 
And besides, by considering the rules, they will be 


taught to have a better idea of Gauging, and be in 


some measure informed of the nature and reason of that 
which otherwise they perform only by rote; and by 
frequently practising and comparing both ways of ope-

| | This is given by Government to encourage an exportation of 


dur native commodities, &c. when the quantity exceeds the home 
consumption, and consequently the prices are so reduced, as to 
render the proprietors great sufferers, either from the perishable- 
ness of the commodities, or from their incapacity to support the 
delay of a rising market, &e. In consideration whereof, pro- 
vision has been made for their relief by several Acts of Parlia- 
ment, in granting a Bounty on the exporting various sorts of 


goods, and a similar encouragement has been given for the Im- 


portation here of some of the manufactures of our own Planta- 


tions abroad. 


On shipping the commodity, care should be taken that the ship 


be a British bottom, and navigated according to law; and pre- 


vious to sending it abroad, a Sufferance must be required from 


the Collector and Comptroller of the loading port, for the quan- 


tity and qualities of the goods that are intended to be shipped;
